The Kray's 
aarketB and stores rarely carry many household artlcleo which could easily “be 
produced from local raw materleds and industrial waste products from union enter- 
prlws. Few pots and pane, furniture, children's toys, stationery, and dyes are 
produced . 

One of the main reasons for such conditions la the low technological level 
of the enterprises of local and cooperative industry. The modem machinery which 
has toen provided Is not used effectively. Production organization is slipshod, 
^ich results In low labor productivity.
